provided, that no street or highway shall be used
for that purpose without the consent of the board
of supervisors of the town, or the corporate au-
thorities of the village in which such streets may
be situated.

AN ACT to amend section 1236 of chapter 52 of the revised
statutes, entitled “ Of highways and bridges.”
